Here is art anecdote arising out o f tin, uu Mosaic «»*»"» 
law , which is still enforced among the Jew s in Ja- 1 
maica :— 


“ A Jew is obliged to marry the widow of his broth­ 
er, or with her consent to purchase his release, which 
is called C heliza; otherwise u divorce must ensue, if 
the man has married subsequent to his brother's death. ! 
An instance o f this kind, my informant assured me, oc­ 
curred in Jamaica not many years ago. 
A merchant in 
Kingston, whose brother in Lngland had recently died, 
'entered into matrimony without consulting his sister-in- 
Jaw. 
The widow no sooner heard o f the marriage 
than she proceeded to Jamaica. 
One can easily con­ 
ceive the pleasure her arrival must have afforded the 
new married couple. 
The widow claimed her prior 
right to the hand of the bridegroom ; and as young 
widows are persons not to be trifled with, she main­ 
tained her right with the most provoking obstinacy.— ’ 
T he poor bride saw no other prospect than the very 
disagreeable one of giving up her husband, and going 
back to her father. 
T he bridegroom, however, only 
resisted the claim to bring the obdurate widow to rea­ 
sonable terms ; and, alter a hard bargain for the Lies- 1 
sing of getting rid of her for a wife, he purchased his 
release." 
The humanity, kindness, and affectionate devotion of 
the brown women of the West Indies, towards Euro­ 
peans, are well illustrated in the case of poor old Mary 
Logan :— 
“ One of our passengers coming out was frequently 
speaking o f an old brown woman in Annotto Hay, who, 
w hen he was seized with fever, about fifteen years ago, j 
on his arrival in that part o f the island from ¡South Amer­ 
ica, hud taken the greate-t care of him. 
Like many 
others at that period who had been duped by the trading 
patriots of Suttth America, my friend became disgusted 
with the service; hut not before ho had expended his 
resources and impaired his health, 
lie arrived in Ja­ 
maica almost destitute; and the disease, so fata! to Eu­ 
ropeans in this country, wanted nothing in mental anxi­ 
ety that was favorable to its production. 
The poor 
brown woman, Mary Logan, was sent for to attend him; 
but not content with taking care of him as a nurse, 6he 
had him carried to her cottage; and there he lay for many 
w eeks, in a state ol the mostm iminent danger, and was 
indebted to the 
poor woman’s skill in the adminis­ 
tration oi herbs, as well as to her humanity, for his life. 
On Ins recovery, when he was about to leave the is- 
l.md, he presented her with the only memorial in Ins 
power to give her of his gratitude— a family ring of no 
great value I believe, for money lie had nom-1» give her. 
And now the question was, how .Mary Logan would be­ 
have, on hearing o f the arrival of her old patient?— 
W ould she express any satisfaction at hearing of his 
being in existence ? would she remind him of her ser- 
■vice ? or would she give him up the ring for some pecu­ 
niary remuneration ? 
\\ e bantered our friend often 
about bis eontidence in the disinterestedness of Mary 
Logan. 
Hut, soon alter bis arrival, he received an an­ 
swer to a letter he addressed to the old woman, in terms 
o f such affectionate regard for the object of her kindness 
and humanity, and of heartfelt joy (which I am per­ 
suaded could not have been feigned) at the prospect of 
seeing “ her good master."— that I saw the tears come 
into the eyes ol my friend, though one but little used to 
the melting mood. 
To his credit be it spoken, he was 
not unmindful of the difficulties her old age might have 
to contend with. 
Hut the old brown woman had her 
own “ exceeding great reward,” in the satisfaction of 
knowing that she had done her duty to a fellow creature 
in sickness and distress, and to one who was not un­ 
worthy ot hei kindness or forgetful of it.”

“ Jamaica afford« an example, perhaps without a par­ 
allel i*i the history oi men ambitious of tombstone hon­ 
ors,— ol a man at the hot of the gallows disposing of a 
hundred pounds in gold fo» the purpose of having a 
monument erected to his memory. 
This gentleman’s 
name was Hutchinson. 
He wan a proprietor, it ap­ 
pears, in easy circumstances, it. t|ie parish of St. 
Ann’s.”

residence Edinburgh Cuslle : it commanded the o-My pass 
from the north to the south side of the country. ’ The 
defile was hardly a mile across— the mountains on eitier 
side of gigantic height.

For the last offence he had to ily the island, but 
was pursued by Admiral Rodney, and taken at sea in an 
open boat. 
He attempted to drown himself but was 
prevented. 
On his trial, a* well us at his execution, he 
Mid not manifest the least disquietude or remorse, but 


was occupied, as I have 
at iteil, at the 
last moment ot 
Ins life, in making arrange men’s for securing the erec 
lion o f a m onum ent. 
He was executed in 1773. 
T he epitaph, in his own hand-writing, was in these 
words :— 
“ Lewis Hutchingon, hanged in Spanish Tow n, Ja­ 
maica, lhtli March, in the year of his Lord, 1T73, aged 
40. 
Their sentence power, ami malice 1 defy, 
lie«! i-e their power, oiui like n Rom a#die.”
